Storms sidestep Henry; sting Trimble 


NWS confirms four 
tornadoes in Trimble

A series of deadly storms 


swept through the Kentuckiana 
region Friday afternoon. 

Between Southern Indiana 
and parts of Kentucky, 40 peo¬ 
ple lost their lives, and thou¬ 
sands more lost their homes 
to the storms that destroyed 
Henryville, Marysville and 


New Pekin, Ind., as well as 
West Liberty in Kentucky. 
Dozens more communities 
were touched, in some way, by 
the storms. 

But Henry County was rela¬ 
tively unscathed in the storms. 

Henry County Emergency 


Management Director Bruce 
Owens and Henry County 
Judge-Executive John Logan 
Brent both said they’d received 
no reports of storm-related 
damage, outside of a single 
report of a tree across a road. 

“I’m happy to announce, 


that while it was awfully scary, I 
heard of zero damage,” Owens 
said. 

Neighboring Trimble County 
was not so lucky. There, four 
tornadoes were confirmed to 
have touched down.

Mayor 
drops PVFD 
$ request

What seemed like 
an ordinary request to 
the Pleasureville City 
Commission for additional 
fire department funding left 
Pleasureville Mayor Rodney 
Young visibly frustrated. 

Young had presented 
a request from the fire 
department to help pay 
for a fire truck repair bill 
of $17,000. “I wondered 
if the city could do any 
help,” he said. “All the city 
has paid on (the truck) is 
some of the insurance and 
utilities. That’s all the city’s 
been out on the fire depart¬ 
ment for 20 years.” 

His request was followed 
by dead silence, before 
Commissioner Shawn 
Mertz, who also is a vol¬ 
unteer firefighter, asked 
how much Young wanted 
the city to chip in. Young 
said the fire department 
wasn’t looking for the full 
amount, but maybe $5,000 
to $10,000, “whatever we 
can get to help us out.” 

But Commissioner Pam 
Bramblette challenged 
Young, questioning wheth¬ 
er or not the fire depart¬ 
ment is, essentially, self-suf¬ 
ficient. “You say that the 
fire department is its own 
entity, and (has) its own 
budget, and you don’t 
ask the city for money... 
now you’re asking for $5- 
10,000. Which is it?” 

She argued that the fire 
department doesn’t answer 
to the city for what it does, 
so “why would you ask the 
city for money?” 

Mertz countered that the 
city should help, “because 
we protect the city.” 

Bramblette appeared 
unconvinced, however, and 
pointed out that in January, 
the fire department pre¬ 
sented a request for help 
repairing a storage build¬ 
ing in which a floor had 
dropped. The commission 
declined to assist, and the 
fire department made the 
repair with its own funds.

Eminence native serves as a US. Marshal

Since graduating from 
Eminence High School in 
1979, Robert Pettit has spent 
his entire career in law enforce¬ 
ment. 

In a telephone interview 
Monday, Pettit, who now lives 
in North Carolina, said he 
recalls writing an essay in sixth 
grade, in which he told about 
wanting to be a Kentucky State 
Police trooper when he grew 
up. “I knew at a very young 
age that’s what I wanted to 
do.” 

So, after graduating from 
the University of Louisville, 

Pettit joined the Eminence 
Police Department. A couple 
years later, at the age of 24, 
he was promoted and became 
one of the youngest city police 
chiefs in the state. 

It was a great job, but it 
wasn’t what he wanted. “I 
didn’t see myself still being 
there in 20 years,” he said. 

So, in 1986, he went to 
work with the Department of 
Criminal Justice and became 
an instructor at the police 
academy in Richmond. A year

later, he joined the U.S. Army 
Reserves and became a heli¬ 
copter pilot — another call¬ 
ing. 

While stationed with the 
Reserve’s 412th Medical 
Detachment at Bowman Field 
in Louisville, he was hired as 
a police officer for the city of 
Jeffersontown. 

During that time, an appli¬ 
cation he’d submitted to the 
U.S. Marshal Service had been 
languishing through a hiring 
freeze. 

He had applied there while 
still in college. “It seemed 
interesting,” he said. “There 
was travel and potential, all 


those things that interest 
young men and women.” 

Finally in August 1987, 
Pettit’s application was dusted 
off and he was called in for an 
interview. Coincidentally, one 
of the men on the interview 
panel was a deputy marshal 
from Lexington, whom Pettit 
had worked with on cases 
while he was with EPD. 

Pettit agrees that it’s likely 
when most people think of the 
U.S. Marshals, they may pic¬ 
ture Tommy Lee Jones chasing 
after Harrison Ford’s character 
in the film, “The Fugitive.”

For Berry, 'It 
All Turns on 
Affection' 

Henry County native selected 
for National Endowment for the 
Humanities' 41st Jefferson Lecture

Since the 1960s, he has been a 
voice for rural America, and in 2011, 
President Barack Obama dubbed him 
“a voice for the land,” when present¬ 
ing Wendell Berry with the National 
Humanities Medal. 

Berry, of Port Royal, has been hon¬ 
ored again for his works, his advocacy 
and defense of the rural lifestyle and 
his commitment to the land, when, in 
February, the National Endowment 
for the Humanities selected him to 
give the 41st Jefferson Lecture in 
Humanities. 

Since its inception in 1972, the 
Jefferson Lecture in Humanities has 
been awarded to, and thus delivered 
by literary heavyweights including poet 
Gwnedolyn Brooks, playwright Arthur 
Miller, novelists Toni Morrison and 
John Updike, and Civil War historian 
Drew Gilpin Faust. 

Berry, who said he was surprised by 
the honor, will deliver a speech titled 
“It All Turns on Affection.” 

The talk will begin with Berry shar¬ 
ing that in 1907, his grandfather sold a 
tobacco crop, for which he ultimately 
received nothing. “After he paid (for) 
the transportation to market and the 
commission on its sale, there was noth¬ 
ing left,” he said. “That was because 
of James B. Duke’s American Tobacco 
Company, which had become a total 
monopoly, permitting them to reduce 
prices that they were paying for tobac¬ 
co to disastrous rates for producers.” 

That, he said, was a “failure of imagi¬ 
nation,” by the corporation, and Berry 
maintains that that type of failure has 
continued. 

“And it involves a serious oversim¬ 
plification, the reduction of everything 
to market values,” he said. “In other 
words, the reduction of everything to 
the idea that nothing matters except 
the market economy.” 

The speech goes on to discuss “how 
unfortunate it is that by reducing 
the farm population the way we’ve 
done, and by deliberate policy, we’ve 
removed affection as a consideration, 
as a motive for taking good care of the 
land, what Aldo Leopold called the 
land community.” 

That kind of thinking is not main-

Pleasureville City Clerk responds 
to Feb. 29 letter 

This letter is in response to 
the letter that was in the Henry 
County Local on Feb. 29, entitled 
“More accountability is needed at 
Pleasureville City Hall.” 

I appreciate that the letter was writ¬ 
ten, for obviously there were matters 
that needed to be voiced. However, 
there are inaccurate statements that 
were made that I would like to 
address at this time. 

No. 1: It was stated that the initial 
incident began with me asking for a 
$350 per month increase in my salary 
due to my health insurance being can¬ 
celled as I was eligible for Medicare. 
That is inaccurate. The reason my 
insurance was cancelled was due to the 
City of Pleasureville not being eligible 
for a group rate as in the past, and a 
single plan was not available. I asked 
for a portion of the premium applied 
to salary to help pay for my Medicare 
premium and supplemental insurance, 
however, I did not get any money to 
help defray those expenses. 

No. 2: It was then stated that I was 
paid for the whole 160-hours of vaca¬ 
tion time that is allotted to employees 
of 20 years or more. This is also inac¬ 
curate. My workweek consists of 32 
hours per week which constitutes five 
weeks’ vacation time. I was paid for 
four weeks (128 hours), which left me 
one week (32 hours) of vacation time, 
which I took. 

No. 3: It was further stated a time 
sheet was prepared for me and asked 
that I begin using it immediately. 

That is not correct. A time sheet 
was not prepared for me, nor was 
one ever presented to me. It was not 
mandated in the Personnel Policies & 
Procedures Manual that I do this, as

I am a salaried employee. I had never 
seen a time sheet, nor did I know 
exactly what was expected of me. I 
was never advised as to how to do it 
or even asked at any city meeting to 
see it. However, after the controversy 
began our city CPA presented me 
with one showing time in and time 
out that I currently use. 

No. 4: As far as the bonuses being 
paid, the commission had approved 
it for the past several years. At the 
December 2011, meeting I inadver¬ 
tently missed putting it on the agenda 
for discussion. I did not think they 
would disapprove, for they had always 
approved it in the past. After such 
controversy over my vacation pay, I 
did refund my bonus of $289.89; 
however, as I refunded the bonus the 
taxpayers were not out the $33.11 
(Social Security taxes) as stated. 

As far as writing the bonus check 
to the fire chief, I will not apologize. 
His dedication alone is worthy of the 
bonus. I wish each and every member 
of the fire department could receive 
a bonus; for they volunteer their time 
and services. Thus far, as funds are 
limited they are allotted $3 per fire 
run for expense from fire department 
funds. The fire chief’s bonus, pay¬ 
ment of utilities and the insurance on 
the fire trucks is the only money pro¬ 
vided by our city. 

I appreciate the freedom to express 
my opinion, and I appreciate the 
Henry County Local for providing 
me the opportunity. I want to publicly 
thank each and every person that has 
lovingly supported me; those that 
attended our city meetings, the cards, 
phone calls, stopping by city hall and 
their prayers. I also deeply appreciate 
and thank the mayor and remainder 
of the city commission for their con¬ 
fidence and support. It has been my 


pleasure to be your city clerk for 25 
years and I continue to serve with 
pleasure.

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stream, Berry said, and 
that was the source of his 
surprise. 

“That kind of thinking 
hasn’t been acceptable 
either as economics or as 
politics and of course that 
leaves out our obligation, 
which I see not just as a 
moral obligation, but as a 
religious one to take care 
of the world, to do no per¬ 
manent damage.” 

The speech is, essen¬ 
tially, a summary of the 
issues about which Berry 
has been passionately vocal 
since the 1960s. 

In a press release 
announcing Berry’s selec¬ 
tion for the lecture, NEH 
Chairman Jim Leach 
described Berry as a “21st 
century Henry David 
Thoreau.” 

While there are some 
similarities — Thoreau 
was an author, poet, phi¬ 
losopher, naturalist and 
development critic, among 
other things — Berry said 
there are key differences. 

Thoreau, a bachelor, 
was perhaps best known 
for a single work, “Walden, 
which chronicled the 
author’s two-year stint liv¬ 


ing in a small house he 
built himself at Walden 
Pond. 

“All of us who value the 
natural world are in the 
company of Thoreau, but 
there is that significant dif¬ 
ference that I am a family 
man,” Berry said. “Another 
difference is that his life 
at Walden Pond (was two 
years). My life in Henry 
County is in its 78 th year. 
And Tanya and I moved 
here in 1965, which means 
our life in this house is now 
47 years old. 

“And so my preoccupa¬ 
tion is with the question of 
how you develop a long¬ 
standing domestic relation¬ 
ship with a place that... will 
do as little harm as possible 
to the place and the local 
community. Thoreau died 
comparatively young... 
and he didn’t have time to 
develop that kind of worry. 
I’ve lived long enough to 
do it.” 

But there are efforts, he 
said, at developing such a 
domestic relationship, and 
not too far from Henry 


County. 

“I think the most hope¬ 
ful thing that’s going on 
in the country now is the 
effort to develop local 
economies starting, typi¬ 
cally, just about everywhere 
with the development of 
the local food economy,” 
he said, noting that such an 
effort was under way and 
part of Louisville Metro- 
Government. 

“That was long in start¬ 
ing, but city government 
finally included it. Part 
of Louisville’s policy now 
is to develop a support¬ 
ive relationship with the 
surrounding counties, the 
counties it might look to 
to supply food and other 
products from the land 
economy that it may need, 
that it already needs in 
a way. They need fresher, 
better food than they’ve 
got. 

“This is, I think, very 
promising.” 

The Jefferson Lecture in 
the Humanities is, accord¬ 
ing to the NEH website, 
“the highest honor the 


federal government con¬ 
fers for distinguished intel¬ 
lectual achievement in the 
humanities,” and “recog¬ 
nizes an individual who 
has made significant schol¬ 
arly contributions in the 
humanities and who has 
the ability to communicate 
the knowledge and wis¬ 
dom of the humanities in a 
broadly appealing way.” 

Since his first novel 
“Nathan Coulter” was 
published in 1960, Berry 
has written more than 40 
books of fiction, poetry 
and essays, many of which 
advocate traditional and 
sustainable agriculture, 
the virtues of rural life 
and small-scale commu¬ 
nity. Berry also has been a 
particularly vocal critic of 
mountaint op-removal min¬ 
ing, and in 2009 removed 
his personal papers from 
the University of Kentucky 
after the university decided 
to name a basketball play¬ 
ers’ dormitory the Wildcat 
Coal Lodge, honoring a 
coal company that provid¬ 
ed some funding for the 
building.

MAYOR 
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Tuesday morning, City 
Clerk Verna Stivers said that 
the city budgeted $25,300 
in fiscal year 2011-12 for 
the fire department. About 
$10,000 of that, she said, 
will pay the department’s 
insurance and utilities. “We 
haven’t given them any¬ 
thing, other than utilities 
and insurance,” she said. 
She also said that in recent 
years, the city hasn’t given 
the fire department money 
beyond the insurance and 


utility payments. 

When asked, Stivers also 
said that the extra amount 
budgeted for the fire 
department is budgeted in 
anticipation of truck and 
equipment repairs. She 
also said that the city has 
“in the past, granted repair 
requests.” 

Monday night, Young 
indicated that without 
some assistance from the 
city, the fire department 
would end up operating 
in the red, though it has 
about $5,000 in its own 
general fund now. Young 
said that wouldn’t last 
long, as the department 


pays $1,400 per month for 
its newest truck. 

He added that the fire 
department voted to fix 
the storage building floor 
on its own after getting a 
$3,800 bid that was half 
of the original estimate for 
repair. And now, he added, 
the department has some 
of its trucks stored in the 
building. 

Bramblette pointed out 
that that request was not 
an emergency situation and 
“if it was an emergency it 
would’ve been different.” 

During the conversation, 
she also expressed concern 
that the fire department 


was asking for money with¬ 
out providing account¬ 
ability for the money and 
what it was spent for, even 
though the request was 
clear — partial reimburse¬ 
ment for a truck repair. 

Young became visibly 
frustrated by the debate 
over the topic and essen¬ 
tially threw up his hands. 
“We’ll just drop it and see 
what happens,” he said, 
and immediately moved to 
the next agenda item.

down in that neighbor¬ 
hood, completely demol¬ 
ishing four mobile homes 
on Walnut Street, which 
runs parallel to Joyce Mill 
Road, and another on 
Corn Creek. Numerous 
other homes and out¬ 
buildings sustained vary¬ 
ing degrees of damage 
with those touchdowns. 

The storm continued to 
build strength as it rolled 
over the county, striking 
next with an EF-3 torna¬ 
do at Milton Fire Station 
No. 2, and other areas 
along Palmyra Road and 
King’s Ridge in Carroll 
County. 

The twister took down 
an electric transmis¬ 
sion line tower owned 
by Ohio Valley Electric 
Corporation on Culls 
Ridge Road. Ohio Valley 
Electric is one of the util¬ 
ities with joint ownership 
in the Indiana-Kentucky 
Electric Corp., which 
operates the Clifty Creek 
Generating Station in 
Madison. 


An EF-1 torna¬ 
do touched down in 
the Sulphur area near 
Trimble’s southern bor¬ 
der with Henry County 
along Carmon Creek. 

McCane toured 

storm-ravaged areas of 
Trimble County yester¬ 
day with representatives 
of the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency and 
the NWS. Joe Fenwick, 
lead medical officer 
for Trimble County 
Emergency Services, 
answered calls at the 
Emergency Management 
Office in McCane’s 
absence. 

“We really don’t know 
for certain yet” how many 
families in the coun¬ 
ty have been displaced 
by the storms, Fenwick 
said. “We’re still receiv¬ 
ing more (inteligence). It 
appears there was some 
damage in the Sulphur 
area, and we’re being told 
there were some homes 
involved out there.” 

According to Kentucky

Kentucky State Police 
said they received few 
phone calls from Henry 
County related to the 
storm, but there was some 
damage along Martini 
Lane, just past the Henry- 
Trimble County line, and 
a tree down on Carmon 
Road. 

An undetermined num¬ 
ber of Trimble residenc¬ 
es were damaged, many 
destroyed completely, 
and the Milton Fire and 
Rescue Department’s 
Station No. 2 — located 
on U.S. 421 near the 
“crossroads” intersection 
where Palmyra Road and 
Old Milton/Bedford Pike 
intersect — is a total loss 
as a result of the storm. 

Storm alerts had been 
posted earlier in the day 
by the National Weather 
Service and broadcast 
media outlets in Louisville. 
By mid-afternoon tor¬ 
nado warnings had 
been issued for Trimble 
County as meteorologists 
were watching a tornado 
strike in Henryville and 
Marysville, almost due 
west of Trimble. The 
storm slammed Chelsea, 
in southwest Jefferson 
County, Ind., before 
crossing the river. 

John Gordon, an 
NWS meteorologist in 
Louisville, predicted a 70 
percent chance of signifi¬ 
cant damage somewhere 
in Kentucky on Friday. 
The weather conditions, 
Gordon said, were simi¬ 
lar to the April 3, 1974, 
Super Outbreak of torna¬ 
does that struck 13 states, 
including Kentucky, and 
Ontario, Canada. That 
same storm leveled por¬ 
tions of Campbellsburg. 

Friday’s storm first 
hammered Trimble 
County along Joyce Mill 
Road and the Corn Creek 
area. Two tornadoes, 
both categorized as EF- 
2, according to Trimble 
County Emergency 
Mmanagement Director 
Ronnie McCane, touched

State Police, however, 
little of that was on the 
Henry County side of the 
line. 

“We experienced 
major structural dam¬ 
age in isolated areas,” 
Trimble County Judge- 
Executive Randy Stevens 
said Monday. “We are 
extremely fortunate to 
not be facing any loss of 
life in Trimble County, 
although there were non¬ 
life threatening injuries.” 

Stevens cited a deci¬ 
sion by Trimble County 
Schools to dismiss at 2 
p.m. as key to getting 
children home and out 
of harm’s way. “Empty 
buses were returning to 
the school lot as the first 
storm cell hit,” he said. 
“Any later and our young 
people would have been 
in greater jeopardy.” 

Assessment of damage 
is wrapping up and the 
community is beginning 
clean-up and recovery 
efforts, Stevens said. 

“As we work through 
the next few days, let 
us count our blessings 
not to be suffering from 
greater loss as some of 
the areas in our region 
are enduring,” he said. 
“This is the time to look 
in on our neighbors and 
help them if they are in 
need.” 

Residents in the Corn 
Creek area displaced by 
the storm include Cecil 
and Nancy Skaggs, resi¬ 
dents of a mobile home 
on Corn Creek about 
one-half mile from Joyce 
Mills Road; and Jesse and 
Karan Pulliam, Jeremiah 
and Christina McClellan, 
and Ashley Satterly and 
her two children, all of 
whom lived in mobile 
homes on Walnut Street, 
running parallel to Joyce 
Mill Road. 

Damage to Milton’s 
fire station was devastat¬ 
ing. Firefighter Andrew 
Stark weathered the 
storm inside the struc¬ 
ture and survived with¬ 
out injury. The twister 
“took out pretty much 
everything that we have 
here at our Station 2,” 
Milton Fire Chief Jason 


Long said. “Our station 
here was three bays. This 
truck that’s in here was 
damaged. It’s probably 
totaled. The station, of 
course, is gone except 
for the kitchen area and 
we lost a fish fry trailer, 
which is what we use to 
do all of our fundraisers. 
We lost it and it’s sitting 
out in the field.” 

The Air Methods medi¬ 
cal helicopter service has 
a landing station in the 
same complex as the fire 
station. Air Methods per¬ 
sonnel had previously 
removed their helicopter 
to Madison when weath¬ 
er warnings were first 
issued, Long said. 

“At first I went to the 
area that it was coming 
towards and it was com¬ 
ing right for me so my 
concern was to get myself 
out of the way so I would 
not be involved and get 
hurt and not be able to 
help others,” Long said. 
“There was debris from 
everywhere falling and 
I was trying to dodge 
debris. Andrew was here 
on the radio saying it was 
coming towards him. We 
were coming back here 
to try to get to him. That 
was all that was on my 
mind was to get here to 
help him.” 

Stark observed the 
approach of the storm 
and took shelter in a 
bathroom near the fire 
station’s kitchen. 

“I could hear a real 
loud freight train noise, 
which that’s what they 
always talk about,” he 
said. “As soon as it hit 
I could hear a big, huge 
explosion as the building 
was ripped apart.” 

Long estimated that 
damages to the fire station, 
the 1983 Spartan pumper 
tanker, fish fry trailer, ice 
trailer, gear, radios, pag¬ 
ers and all other equip¬ 
ment lost would approach 
$300,000. Milton Fire 
and Rescue Department 
serves approximately 
3,500 people living in a 
65-square-mile area in 
Trimble County, accord¬ 
ing to the department’s 
website. 


“I would like to thank 
the National Weather 
Service and news media 
for all the advance warn¬ 
ing which certainly helped 
people prepare,” Stevens 
said. “Thanks also to 
state and local emergency 
management personnel 
for their efforts as well 
as members of our fire 
departments and search 
and rescue units. 

The Red Cross is here 
to help in addition to 
the Kentucky National 
Guard in assessing dam¬ 
age. We appreciate the 
presence of law enforce¬ 
ment from Kentucky 
State Police Post 5, the 
Trimble County Sheriff’s 
Office, Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife and the Trimble 
County constables in 
order to protect our citi¬ 
zens and keep them safe. 

“Members of the 
Trimble County 

Ambulance crew and the 
state and county road 
departments performed 
exceptionally well and 
should be commended. 
Electric utility compa¬ 
nies have been working 
through the night to 
restore power where pos¬ 
sible, and their efforts 
will continue through 
the coming week to get 
everything back to nor¬ 
mal.” 

The Morgan 

Community Center has 
been designated an emer¬ 
gency center for the coun¬ 
ty. Bedford City Clerk 
Joyce Teague said no one 
had taken advantage of 
any services there as of 
press time yesterday.

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Older folks might think of 
Marshall Matt Dillon from 
“Gunsmoke.” 

But catching fugitives 
charged or convicted of 
federal crimes is only part 
of the mission upheld by 
the U.S. Marshal Service. 
“Our primary mission is 
the protection of judiciary 
(officials) and the effective 
administration of justice,” 
Pettit said. 

In other words, U.S. 
Marshals protect feder¬ 
al witnesses and judges, 
when necessary, and are 
in charge of all federal 
prisoners. Like the county 
sheriff’s office, they are 
responsible for trans¬ 
porting federal prisoners 
to court dates, and also 
serve federal court papers, 
including warrants. 

Pettit said he has 650 
federal prisoners in custo¬ 
dy in his district in North 
Carolina. 

And contrary to popular 
belief, it is the USMS, not 
the FBI, that oversees the 
federal Witness Security 
Program, a.k.a. Witness 
Protection, he added. 

Pettit started out in 
North Carolina, then 
transferred to Paducah for 
a year. In 1995, he applied 
for a promotion and was 
made an inspector in the 
Office of Internal Affairs 


in Washington, D.C. In 
that position, he audited 
other marshals offices to 
ensure they were follow¬ 
ing procedure. It was an 
uncomfortable job that 
no one likes, because it 
means sometimes having 
to investigate fellow offi¬ 
cers, he said. 

In 2002, he was pro¬ 
moted to assistant chief 
deputy in Detroit. “It was 
funny, because I said I’d 
never work in Washington 
or Detroit,” he said. 

In 2003, Pettit returned 
to North Carolina and is 
now chief deputy for the 
state’s Eastern District. 
The office of chief dep¬ 
uty is the highest career 
position in the USMS. 
Marshals, who head each 
of the 94 federal court 
districts nationwide, are 
appointed by the presi¬ 
dent. Pettit’s boss, Scott 
Parker, was appointed by 
President Obama. 

Over the years, Pettit 
said he’s been involved in 
several fugitive “round¬ 
up” programs, including 
Operation Falcon in the 
1980s. During these pro¬ 
grams, deputy marshals 
work with local and state 
law enforcement agencies 
to track down fugitives. 

In fact, “Falcon” stands 
for Federal and Local Cops 
Organized Nationally, he 
explained. In one month 
during that program, 
Pettit said officials arrested 
10,000 people. “Every dis¬ 


trict participated,” he said. 
“They weren’t all c hard 
core’ felons. We were just 
helping the locals clear out 
their warrant databases.” 

Currently, he’s involved 
with the Violent Fugitive 
Task Force in Eastern 
North Carolina, which 
coordinates efforts with 
21 state and local officers. 

The USMS also recently 
was given the lead in the 
Adam Walsh Act initia¬ 
tive, which makes marshals 
responsible for keeping 


check on registered sex 
offenders to be sure they 
are in compliance with 
sex-offender registries and 
not crossing state lines. 

“We’ve prosecuted more 
than 10 of those in our 
district in the last three 
years,” Pettit said. “That 
doesn’t sound like much, 
but it’s better than none.” 

Highlights of his career, 
he said, include working 
in New York City during 
the trial of those arrested 
in the first terrorist bomb¬ 


ing of the World Trade 
Center in the 1990s and, 
later, in the trial of the 
Detroit terrorist “sleep¬ 
er” cell, alleged to have 
been plotting an attack at 
Disneyworld, shortly after 
9/11. 

Pettit also was a member 
of the protection detail for 
former U.S. drug czar Bill 
Bennett. 

Sprinkled in between his 
duties as a U.S. Marshal 
have been two deploy¬ 
ments as an Army reserv¬ 
ist. 

In 2005, Pettit com¬ 
pleted an 18-month tour 
with the 8-229th Aviation 
Regiment based at Fort 
Knox, spending 10 months 
that tour flying Apache 
helicopters in Iraq sup¬ 
porting ground troops, 
which, he described as 
“pretty intense.” 

In August, he wrapped 
up a one-year tour in 
Afghanistan flying with a 
Black Hawk unit of Co. A, 
1st Battalion of the 169th 
Fighter Wing, based in 
South Carolina. 

While there, he flew for 
the Command and Control 
unit, moving soldiers to 
and from the battlefield 
and to posts on mountain- 
tops, and he transported 
such dignitaries as Gen. 
David Petreus and Admiral 
Mike Mullen, chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

Flying in Afghanistan 
is “challenging,” he said. 
“It’s mountainous, dusty 


and there’s constant wind. 
... There are no good plac¬ 
es to land.” 

Often, his job was to 
take “sling loads” — cargo 
nets filled with supplies 
— to men posted in the 
mountains. He said he flew 
a total of 700 hours. “I’m 
only required to fly 100 
hours a year” to remain 
certified, he said. “That’s 
seven years’ worth of man¬ 
datory flying in nine or 10 
months in-country.” 

The worst times were 
flying at night, he said. 

East of Bagram, as soon 
as you fly past the moun¬ 
tain range, “there’s very 
little light,” particularly 
on cloudy nights, he said. 
“You couldn’t see the 
ground. Even with night- 
vision, there was still very 
little to see.” 

But the landscape was 
unforgettable. “It’s beau¬ 
tifully desolate,” he said. 

Pettit lives in Holly 
Springs, N. C., near Raleigh, 
with his wife, Jo Ella, and 
son, Nathaniel, 12. Now 
that he’s been reassigned 
from Fort Knox to his 
unit in South Carolina, he 
said he doesn’t get home 
to Henry County as much 
as he used to, maybe once 
or twice a year, to see 
his family - which includes 
his mom, Betsy Pettit; sis¬ 
ter, Charlotte Pettit; and 
niece, Kimberly.

LOOKING BACK 

1962: Lockport cleaning up after worst flood since '37 


The residents of 
Lockport are at it again. 
They are at their annual 
task of cleaning up after 
a flood. This year’s flood 
has been described as the 
worst since 1937. 

Most of the 150 resi¬ 
dents of Lockport were 
hit hard this year. Damage 
amounts to many thou¬ 
sands of dollars. Most of 
the work cleaning up the 
mess falls on the town- 
folks themselves, but as 
the water was rising and 
during the high water 
they received outside help. 
Since the water receded, 
the Red Cross has sent 
in a disaster supervisor 
who was there three days, 
and to date they have 
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paid out over $1,800 for 
food, bedding and other 
supplies. The Red Cross 
is still sending in needed 
supplies to help in the 
rehabilitation. 


As the water was ris¬ 
ing in the town, the job 
of moving was handled 
mostly by the state high¬ 
way crews. Citizens of 
surrounding communities 
pitched in their labor and 
the Pleasureville volunteer 
Fire Department pumped 
out the town’s well. The 
Health Department treat¬ 
ed the well and the Board 
of Education brought in 
fresh water. 

Earl Cox, a retired 
lockmaster has seen many 
floods. He said this year’s 
was only 10 feet under 
the high water mark of 
1937. He said water gets 
into some of the houses in 
Lockport every year. 

Rev. B.C. McMurray, 


pastor of the Lockport 
Baptist Church has been 
named chairman of a 
Red Cross fund raising 
committee. He said that 
he, with the help of Silas 
Spurr, was able to main¬ 
tain contact with the out¬ 
side during the evacuation 
and high water. 

The home of Lathey 
Winters was used as the 
headquarters of the Red 
Cross, until the river crest¬ 
ed. It was then moved to 
the Baptist church build¬ 
ing. People were fed at 
the Winter’s home with 
food obtained from Red 
Parrish’s store, and the 
Red Cross is going to 
reimburse him for the 
$500 worth of food used. 


Rev. McMurray 
couldn’t give an estimate 
of the overall damage. He 
said the Red Cross has 
already spent $1,800 for 
building repairs and is still 
sending in material and 
rugs. 

Henry County has 
been designated a disaster 
area by President John 
F. Kennedy as a result of 
recent floods and will be 
eligible to receive federal 
funds to aid in relief and 
rehabilitation if a need for 
such assistance is shown. 
Kennedy’s action fol¬ 
lowed a personal visit to 
the White House by Gov. 
Bert Combs and Henry 
County Congressman 
John Watts, to present 


facts on the destruction 
caused by the rampaging 
waters. 

Officials of the U.S. 
Office of Emergency 
Planning said a repre¬ 
sentative will be sent to 
Kentucky immediately 
to work with county and 
state officials in assess¬ 
ing flood damage and to 
determine the amount 
of assistance which the 
counties and the state can 
provide. Authorization 
of a specific allocation of 
federal funds will not be 
made until this survey is 
complete, nor will applica¬ 
tions for federal assistance 
be accepted until that 
time, the U.S. agency 
reported.

1887: V.M. Bond to apply for license 
to do business as druggist 


200 Years Ago 

Lawrence Gordain and 
John Baker were ordered 
by the Henry County 
Court to examine and ins¬ 
pect the scales and weights 
at Wallace’s Warehouse. 
Their report, presented to 
the March 1812 term of 
court, was as follows: “We 
have examined the scales 
and weights at Wallace’s 
Warehouse and found 
them to be sufficient.” 

On March 12, 1812, 
Thomas Carter posted a 
bond for 50 pounds in 
order to obtain a license to 
marry Catherine Thomas. 
They were married on 
March 19, 1812. Rev. 
Thomas Mitchell officiated 
at the wedding. 

175 Years Ago 

On March 2, 1837, 
Charles James sold a parcel 
of land in Henry County, 
containing 220 acres, to 
Jacob Polsgrove for the 
sum of $125. 

On March 10, 1837, 
James Clark, Governor 
of Kentucky, appointed 
George P. Gullion to 
fill the additional office 
of Justice of the Peace 
that was allowed Henry 
County by an act of the 
Legislature on Feb. 21, 
1837.

W. Hulett 1.5 acres for the 
sum of $50. 

A large number of citi¬ 
zens met in New Castle on 
March 1, 1912 to discuss 
the feasibility of starting 
a Henry County Fair. 

After lengthy discussion 
it was agreed to proceed 
with plans for holding the 
Henry County Fair. It was 
voted to form a corpora¬ 
tion with $2,000 in capital, 
which is to be raised by 
selling 200 shares at $10 
per share. No one was to 
buy more than one share. 

It was agreed to pursue 
renting the Odd Fellows 
Park in Eminence as a site 
for the fair. P. C. Smith 
was elected president and 
E. A. Gullion, secretary.

Spring nitrogen fertlization - will it pay?

To boost spring and 
early summer production 
of grass hayfields, farm¬ 
ers can apply nitrogen 
in March. Nitrogen 
prices are high right now. 
Will hay prices be high 
enough this fall and win¬ 
ter to make this prac¬ 
tice prove profitable this 
year? 

To help answer this 
question, Dr. Greg 
Halich, UK ag econo¬ 
mist, analyzed some of 
the major factors that 
impact spring-applied 
nitrogen profitability, 
including the price of 
nitrogen, price of hay, 
response rate of the nitro¬ 
gen, nitrogen application 
rate, increased produc¬ 
tion costs from additional 
forage, improved quality 
of nitrogen fertilized hay, 
and additional phospho¬ 
rus and potassium remov¬ 
al. 

The price of nitrogen 
was evaluated between 
$0.55-0.65 per pound, 
with application rates of 
40- and 80-pounds. Two 


scenarios were evalu¬ 
ated for phosphorus and 
potassium removal: 100 
percent replacement and 
50 percent replacement. 
About 18 lbs of P205 
and 50 lbs of K20 are 
removed for each ton of 
hay. 

A range of hay prices 
was evaluated to deter¬ 
mine which prices, if any, 
would result in profitable 
nitrogen applications this 
year. With small square 
bales, nitrogen applica¬ 
tions were consistently 
profitable at the 40 -pound 
application rate when hay 
prices reached $2.50-3 
per bale. However, for 
large round bales, profit¬ 
ability of nitrogen appli¬ 
cations occurred in fewer 
cases. In general, round 


bales needed to sell for 
at least $75-80/ton with 
100 percent replacement 
of phosphorus and potas¬ 
sium, and $60-65/ton 
with 50 percent replace¬ 
ment of phosphorus and 
potassium. Moreover, 
40-pound application 
rates were always more 
profitable than 80-pound 
application rates for 
round bale production.

The effect of mowing 
height on orchardgrass 
persistence 

During the last 15 
years farmers across the 
eastern U.S. have report¬ 


ed reduced survival of 
orchardgrass hay stands. 
Recent surveys and dis¬ 
cussions suggest that 
close mowing heights 
using disc mowers may 
be a major factor caus¬ 
ing orchardgrass stand 
decline. A 2011 experi¬ 
ment was designed to 
determine the effect 
of mowing height on 
orchardgrass persistence, 
using cutting heights 
of one-half inch, two 
inches and four inch¬ 
es. Preliminary results 
showed a cutting height 
effect even after the first 
two harvests, with stand 
persistence declining 
to less than 25 percent 
ground cover in all one- 
half-inch cutting height 
treatments. 

Both the two- and 
four-inch cutting heights 
provided stand persis¬ 
tence with an acceptable 
stand density. In summa¬ 
ry, these results suggest 
that low cutting heights 
prevalent with disc mow¬ 
ers may be a primary rea¬ 


son for observed declines 
in orchardgrass stands. 
Bottom line, if you are 
managing alfalfa and 
orchardgrass mixtures for 
your hay, and you wish 
the orchardgrass to last 
longer, raise the cutting 
height of your mowing 
operation. As an added 
benefit, you may find that 
air movement under the 
cut swath is increased, 
thereby making drying 
times faster.

Overall health is releated 
to your dental health 
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Comer says voluntary donations to be 
split among 4-H, FFA and KY Proud 


We sometimes don’t 
think about it but our over¬ 
all health and nutrition is 
related to our dental health. 
When it comes to oral health 
and the teeth, nutrition is 
both protective and preven¬ 
tive. Good nutrition pro¬ 
motes maintenance of the 
mouth and teeth by mitigat¬ 
ing the negative influences 
of food on teeth, where 
plaque can accumulate. 

Dental decay can be 
caused by many things: 

Acids on teeth 

When people consume 
carbohydrates, acids are 
released that can dam¬ 
age teeth. The more often 
people eat carb-contain¬ 
ing foods, the greater the 
potential damage to tooth 
enamel. In other words, 
frequency of exposure to 
carb-containing foods is 
worse than amount of expo¬ 
sure. Each exposure causes 
a 20-minute acid attack that 
may cause tooth decay. 

Food characteristics 

“Sticky” foods, or cooked 
starches, have the tenden¬ 
cy to stick to teeth, even 
though they are not neces¬ 
sarily sticky in nature. For 


example, chips and crackers 
fall into this category. 

Slow-dissolving foods 

Foods that take a long 
time to dissolve and there¬ 
fore remain in the mouth 
for a long period of time can 
cause acids to destroy enam¬ 
el. Cookies and granola 
bars fall into this category. 

Meal time 

When you eat foods as 
part of a meal, rather than 
consume them separately, 
it produces less acid. Your 
saliva production increases 
when you eat a meal, and 
this neutralizes acid produc¬ 
tion and clears food from 
the mouth. Additionally, 
water, especially tap water 
or bottled water with added 
fluoride, neutralizes acids, 
strengthens enamel and 
washes food out of the 
mouth. 


Promoting good oral 
health is a very impor¬ 
tant part of overall health. 
Periodontal disease is linked 
to several health issues, 
including diabetes, cardio¬ 
vascular disease and stroke. 
Tooth decay can be prevent¬ 
ed with good oral hygiene, 
which includes: 

• Using fluoride tooth¬ 
pastes 

• Drinking water contain¬ 
ing fluoride 

• Receiving regular den¬ 
tal care for prevention and 
treatment 

• Eating limited amounts 
of sugary foods 

• Brushing and flossing 
daily to remove plaque

Kentucky New Era 

If state Sen. Joey 
Pendleton’s prediction is 
on the money, the legal¬ 
ization of industrial hemp 
could bring another cash 
crop to Kentucky. 

Citing figures from a 
University of Kentucky 
study, the Democrat from 
Hopkinsville said allow¬ 
ing farmers to grow hemp 
could bring 17,000 to 
18,000 jobs to the state 
and pump $400 million 
to $500 million into the 
economy. 

Pendleton was one of the 
featured speakers during a 
seminar organized by Katie 
Moyer, district coordinator 
for the pro-hemp group 
Take Back Kentucky. 

Republican Agriculture 
Commissioner James 
Comer joined Pendleton 
on Saturday in pushing for 
the passage of two bills — 
one currently being con¬ 
sidered in the state House 
and another in the state 
Senate — that would allow 
Kentucky farmers to grow 
the versatile and often con¬ 
troversial plant. 

The seminar at the 
Christian County 

Cooperative Extension 
Service in Hopkinsville also 
showed several short vid¬ 
eos, and a brief history of 
hemp in Christian County 
was presented by historian 
William Turner. 

“We’re talking about 
agriculture opportunities, 
but we are also talking 
about industrial opportu¬ 
nities and bringing jobs 
to the state of Kentucky,” 
Pendleton told the crowd of 
about 30 people, including 
Christian County Judge- 
Executive Steve Tribble, 
Sheriff Livy Leavell and 
state House candidate Max 
Sturdivant, along with a 
handful of local farmers 


the value of hard work and 
discipline. Kentucky Proud 
helps Kentucky produc¬ 
ers find new markets for 
their products. All three 
programs are vital to the 
future of Kentucky agri¬ 
culture and Kentucky as a 
whole.” 

Kentucky FFA has about 
15,000 members in nearly 
140 chapters. FFA is dedi¬ 
cated to making a posi¬ 
tive difference in the lives 
of students by developing 
their potential for pre¬ 
mier leadership, personal 
growth, and career success 
through agricultural edu¬ 
cation. It is open to any 
student ages 12-21 who is 
enrolled in an agriculture 
course in a public school. 

Some 205,000 youths 
are involved in Kentucky 4- 


and about a dozen hemp 
advocates. 

According to a 1998 
UK study, if one-fourth 
of Kentucky’s 90 agricul¬ 
tural counties grew indus¬ 
trial hemp, approximately 
17,348 jobs would be cre¬ 
ated and $396 million in 
worker earnings would be 
generated every year. The 
study said those figures 
were purposefully “conser¬ 
vative” to avoid criticism. 

“To me, it’s one of the 
greatest things that could 
happen to help our agri¬ 
culture community and 
our business community,” 
Pendleton said. 

Comer reiterated some 
of the reasons Pendleton 
said the bills should be 
passed. They repeatedly 
referenced the versatility of 
hemp, which can be made 
into food, oil, paper, fabric, 
plastic, fuel and a variety 
of other items, some of 
which were on display at 
the seminar. 

Before urging residents 
to contact their elected 
officials in support of the 
two bills, Comer added 
that the Department of 
Agriculture has two pri¬ 
mary goals: expand mar¬ 
kets for farmers and create 
jobs in rural communities. 
“Nothing that I’ve seen 
can accomplish those two 
goals more than industrial 
hemp,” he said. 

“This is something that 
can kick start our manufac¬ 
turing economy, help our 
agriculture economy. It’s a 
win-win situation. This is a 
priority for me as ag com¬ 
missioner.” 

Ready to regulate 

Realizing there are oppo¬ 
nents to allowing farmers 
to grow hemp, Christian 
County Sheriff Livy Leavell 
said the positives far out¬ 
weigh the negatives. 

“I’m not opposed to 


H programs, and Kentucky 
ranks in the top 10 in sev¬ 
eral 4-H enrollment cat¬ 
egories nationwide. 4-H is 
found in every Kentucky 
county and is a commu¬ 
nity of more than 6 mil¬ 
lion young people across 
America learning leader¬ 
ship, citizenship, and life 
skills. 

Kentucky Proud is the 
official state program for 
food and farm products 
that are grown, raised, 
made or processed in 
Kentucky. Nearly 3,000 
farmers, processors, retail¬ 
ers, restaurants, farmers’ 
markets, school systems, 
Kentucky state parks, and 
Kentucky Farm Bureau 
roadside markets are mem¬ 
bers of Kentucky Proud. 


it,” Leavell said. “The eco¬ 
nomic impact for the state 
of Kentucky is huge.” 

However, the state’s law 
enforcement community is 
not united in his belief and 
some other law enforce¬ 
ment officials oppose legal¬ 
izing hemp, especially in 
eastern Kentucky, where 
marijuana crops are more 
prevalent, Pendleton said. 

“We know there is some 
opposition out there,” 
Leavell agreed. “And 
there’s a concern about it 
being an illegal crop — 
that it’s marijuana — but 
actually it’s not.” 

Leavell said that edu¬ 
cating the public and law 
enforcement officials about 
the differences between 
marijuana and hemp is a 
hurdle. Leavell added that 
he, along with several other 
members of the Kentucky 
Sheriff’s Association, have 
met with Pendleton and 
other lawmakers to dis¬ 
cuss what the sheriffs’ role 
would be in regulating the 
crop. 

According to Leavell, 
law enforcement would 
be charged with ensur¬ 
ing hemp farmers operate 
within the law and that 
nobody tries to grow mari¬ 
juana at a hemp farm. 

The sheriff’s office has 
never had to monitor crops 
before, Leavell admitted, 
but he didn’t think it would 
be too much of a burden 
for his deputies to keep 
an eye on hemp growers. 
The proposed legislation 
includes a fee on the grow¬ 
ers, part of which would 
go to sheriffs’ departments 
across the state to pay for 
the cost of regulating the 
farms. 

“I feel confident and 
optimistic that we’ll be able 
to do it without too much 
of a financial burden on 
the sheriff’s department,” 
Leavell said.

I don’t want to hit it 
too hard in the beginning 
and end up pulling some¬ 


thing. Geez, I can hear my 
friends screaming for my 
“man card” as I type. 

As I went through the 
first couple of workouts a 
few thoughts kept reoccur¬ 
ring to me. I’d like to share 
them with you. 

The first thing is rather 
obvious: It is a lot easier to 
get back in to shape when 
you are 25 rather than 50.1 
was one of those lucky guys 
for a long time. When I was 
a younger man, I could get 
back into training and after 
a few days start to actually 
enjoy working out. 

Now every step for the 
first few weeks is abso¬ 
lutely torturous. I mean, 
I hate it. There is nothing 
fim about it. Anyway, you 
may have noticed that I 
said steps. That’s right I’m 
running instead of riding. 
Maybe I’m getting ahead 
of myself. I should start 
from the beginning. 

I got home on March 1 
and immediately changed 


clothes. The day was gor¬ 
geous, absolutely perfect, 
sunny and 65 degrees. I 
was actually looking for¬ 
ward to getting on the 
bike and riding down to 
Sulphur Dam on my favor¬ 
ite course. After changing 
clothes and filling my water 
bottles, I headed outside to 
pump up my bicycle tires. 
The bike had been sitting 
all winter (and fall) so I 
knew they would be flat. 
After pumping and pump¬ 
ing and pumping the tires, 
I was out of breath and my 
back hurt. “Uh oh”, I said 
to myself, “This is worse 
than I thought.” 

You know you are out of 
shape when pumping up 
your tires feels like a com¬ 
plete upper body workout. 

I persevered, however, 
and set out on my first ride 
of 2012. I got on my bike 
and set off up and down 
my hilly neighborhood, 
headed for U.S. 421 and 
eventually Fallen Timber 


Road. After the three-mile 
ride to Sulphur I would 
turn right and head for the 
dam. But alas, it was not 
to be. 

After only one mile, I 
began to hear a terrible 
hissing noise coming from 
my front tire. I stopped the 
bike and dismounted to 
check out the problem. Air 
was leaking, and quickly. 
Wanting to avoid pushing 
my bike all the way back 
to the house, I jumped on 
the old thing and started 
pumping back toward 421, 
hoping that I would at least 
make it to my neighbor¬ 
hood before the tire went 
completely flat. 

You know you are out 
of shape when you would 
rather risk ruining your tire 
than pushing a bike one 
mile. 

The leak slowed as the 
pressure went down and I 
made it all the way back to

put in a lot of varsity min¬ 
utes. 

Anyone could see the 
improvement these girls 
made during the second 
half of the season. While 
their offensive skills are 
lagging, they have already 
learned a lot about the 
toughest part of the game 
— defense. 

Aside from a couple of 
games that got out of hand 
because of turnovers, this 
team held their opponents 
under 40 points on a regu¬ 
lar basis and many times 
held them under 30 points. 
That’s good defense. 

With a defensive base 
already in place, these girls 
can concentrate in the off¬ 
season on improving their 
offensive skills. They do, 
however, have to find a 
lock-down defender to 
replace Setters. 

Setters routinely drew 
the toughest assignment 
on defense this year and 
usually succeeded in hold¬ 
ing that player below her 
average.

the house without shred¬ 
ding the tire and ruining 
the rim. I was hacked. It 
was a beautiful day and I 
was going waste most of it 
fixing a flat. You see, I’m 
not exactly mechanically 
inclined. 

What should be a 10- 
minute job usually takes 
me the better part of an 
hour. Anyway, I made a 
snap decision. I would run 
a mile and walk for 30 min¬ 
utes instead. That should 
just about make up for 
missing out on the planned 
15-mile ride. 

I was already warmed up 
from the two-mile ride, I 
rationalized. I went back 
down to the bottom of the 
drive and took off. There 
is no way to avoid steep 
hills in my neighborhood. 
In fact the first steps of 
my run were straight up a 
small hill. Then an almost 
flat crest for 40 yards and 
then a steep downhill and 
then a long steep... you get 
the idea. 

The muscles started com¬ 
plaining about a quarter of 
a mile into the run.

After forcing myself 
through the previously 
described upper body exer¬ 
cises, I was tired but sat¬ 
isfied to have completed 
the workout. As a coach 
I always told my athletes 
that the best runners were 
the ones who worked hard 
even when they didn’t feel 
like it. So, I felt I had prac¬ 
ticed what I preached. 

You know you are out of 
shape when you consider a 
one-mile run, 30-minute 
walk and 10-minute upper 
body work-out tough. 

When I woke up Friday 
morning I didn’t feel too 
bad. There was a little stiff¬ 
ness but it was nothing 
like I thought it would be.

My thighs were 
screaming at me to stop, 
but I couldn’t. I had to go 
to work.

Anything was 
better than running and 
feeling my thighs rebelling 
every step of the way. 

Finally, at 2:30, I could 
think of no more excuses, 
so I put on my running 
shoes and went outside to 
run. Walking down the hill 
to the bottom of my drive 
another malady started to 
work on me....shin splints.
